THE ANDOVER TOWNSMA 


Been here these many years; carried the weights of 
countless horses hooves, wagon wheels, car tires and 
human feet; been taken care of by the town every so often 
when conditions got too bad and, several times a year, 
has had snow plowed off her black-top cover. 


Poor old street — just about as wide as several others 
in the area. Been around for a long time, longer than many 


in town. But they’re accepted and Gleason is not. 
And now, no-one wants the street. 


The town says it isn’t accepted — but has been doing 


work on it for many, many years. 


Property owners along the street say they don’t own it, 


thus the town must. 


A while back, the town meeting voted to put in a water 
main worth $5000, so that a few folks could build their 
homes there. Town Counsel said the town couldn’t spend 
the money because the street isn’t accepted — but the 
town has obviously been spending money on the street for 


many years without question. 


Despite that ruling, the voters approved the request for 


money for water. 


Now the town counsel has, if we interpret his techni- 
cally-phrased letter correctly, ruled that the town can’t 


do the work.

The matter is left up to an interpretation of the interpre- 


tation of the town counsel. 


There seems to be one ray of light — a bill in the state 
legislature that will allow the selectmen to accept certain 
Streets that are not up to modern standards but have been 


considered town streets for many years. 


Gleason street is on that list, to the best of our know- 
ledge. At least it was recommended by the board of pub- 
lic works and we assume the selectmen have it securely 
and permanently on the list of streets to be quickly ac- 


cepted when the legislature acts. 


When that will be, though, is anyone’s guess. Might be 
January or might be next summer sometime. Can’t tell 
‘bout the Great and General Court, except that it will get 


to the problem before it prorogues next fall. 


Meanwhile, the folks with land on Gleason street need 
water so they can build their homes. They bought the land | 
believing it to be fronting on an accepted street — in 
good faith, only to have the doubtful ownership problem 


arise. 


Poor old Gleason street — just when it’s about to come 
of age, and get some houses along its sides, something 


has to come up to stop it. 


We’d guess, though, that the town will eventually wind 
up taking care of the street just as it has for the past 100 
years or so — and most officials in the town agree. So 
why all the legal dilly-dallying? Let’s use some common 


sense, instead,
